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T might have been a weekend to forget for Perth 
Glory fans but last Sunday a four paragraph media 
release from the world game's governing body 
offered further encouragement to Australian soccer: 

Under the chairmanship of Dr. Viacheslav Koloskov 
(RUS) and subject to ratification by the FIFA Executive 
Committee, the Organising Committee for the FIFA 
Club World Championship today proposed that the 
next championship be played in one of the associations 
from the Confederation of North, Central American 
and Caribbean Association Football (CONCACAF) on 
uly 17-31, 2005, dates that are protected within the 
Co-ordinated International Match Calendar. 
Furthermore, the committee also confirmed the 
championship as a biennial FIFA event and proposed 
that Asia host the competition in 2007. 

In terms of the framework for the championship, 
the committee proposed a |6-team format, with a 
qualification structure to be disclosed in the future. 

The FIFA Executive Committee's March 2002 
decision to organise a world championship for clubs as 
from 2005 was unanimously confirmed by the FIFA 
family with the ratification of the revised FIFA Statutes 
‘at the Extraordinary Congress in Doha (Qatar) on 19 
October 2003. Fulfilling FIFA’s commitment to the 
football family, the FIFA Club World Championship will 
provide clubs from all confederations with the 
opportunity to become Club World Champion. 

“It’s a question of solidarity,” said FIFA President 
Sepp Blatter, who also attended the meeting. 

“The key is to have worldwide representation within 

a compelling format that is attractive not just to the 
clubs and fans, but to the entire football family. | am 
pleased to say that today’s meeting set us on exactly 
the right course.” 
The change of leadership in the Australian game 
eans the old days of seeking one-off panaceas to 
he game's problems such as a World Cup 
jualification or a World Club Championship are 
)pefully behind us. 


However, there is no doubt that the chance te 
play against the finest clubs in the world offers 
players and supporters an exciting incentive to look 
forward to. The cash incentives will also hold sore 
interest for administrators too, 

For Australian soccer there are some challenges 
the revitalised World Club Championship, if it \s 
ratified by FIFA’s executive, would bring forth, 

One is to work out a qualifying process with the 
rest of Oceania but that should not be too hard, If 
the local leagues finish in say the first weekend of 
May then that would offer a four week period urtil 
June for Oceania qualifiers and the winning tears 
then heads to the finals. : 

Perhaps harder is the manner in which the 
qualifying team is selected, In Europe league position 
determines qualification for the European 
Champions League — the somewhat grander 
equivalent of the Oceania qualifying process, But it 
is the winners of a one-off Champions League final 
that would make it to the WCC, 

Assuming we follow Australian tradition the 
added pressure in a grand final will be immense, It 
would appear the champions of the 2004-2005 
season will have an extra reward and one whieh 
would bring even more interest to what should by 
then be a radically revamped national soccer 
competition. One other thing the renewed push for 
a WCC has done is end the somewhat odd 
argument over whether soccer should be a wiriter 
or summer sport. 

All the existing arguments for summer, including 
having a chance to gain some column centimetres 
and some airtime from the all-pervading dorninant 
football codes, are now reinforced by the need te 
stick to the FIFA calendar to be part of tournaments 
such as this. 
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HEN Perth Glory signed four players 

from the local WA State League on 
three-month loan deals in late September, 
coach Mich d'Avray assured them they were 
not in the squad simply to add numbers to a 
thin Glory list. 

Teenagers Scott Bulloch and Dean Apelgren, 
from ECU Joondalup and Fremantle City 
respectively, and Perth SC duo Aaron Cole and 
Shane Crampton were rewarded for their 
good form in local ranks with the chance to 
push for a permanent place with the 
champions. And with the coach's backing that 
is what they're aiming to do, 

Now half way into the deal, the |9-year- 
old Bulloch could be forgiven for thinking his 
time at the Glory has felt like a lifetime after 
he endured the cut-throat world of week-long 
trials in the UK last year. 

“That was a pretty stressful time for me,” 
the Scottish-born left-sided midfielder said. 

“| was doing things on the pitch that | 
normally wouldn't do to make sure | was 
always involved — | was trying really hard to

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show the coaches what | could do.” 

Bulloch had trials with English Premier 
League club Charlton, First Division Preston 
North End — where he was asked to stay on 
an extra week — and at Scottish Premier 
League club Motherwell, the club he has 
supported since birth. 

“It was good to see how | compared to the 
players over there,” he said. 

“| learnt a lot, especially that | had to be 
stronger on the ball and to play to my strengths 
more.” 

Bulloch said he also had to come to grips 
with the art of being on trial. 

“You have to have your mind on the job and 
focus,” he said. 

“You do the hard work but you also have to 
be able to have a laugh as well, like you would 
if you were training with your normal team.” 

With the lessons learned from his UK 
adventure in mind, Bulloch is keen to make 
the most of his newest opportunity at the 
Glory. 


“This is a big opportunity for me,” he said. 
“It's not just a week or two but three 
months so | have a good period of time to 
show people what | can do.” 
" So what can the teenager do? 
“| think my strengths are my speed to get 
around opponents and put in good crosses and 
Tam also a good finisher,” he said.

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IN normal times the visit of South aay to 
Perth would be a big day in the Glory calendar with 
this most prestigious of NSL clubs expected to 
provide class opposition and produce a standard of 
football appropriate with thelr NSL status, 

While the latter has in the most part been true, 
the level of opposition provided during their seven 
visits has been surprisingly weak, They have only 
taken one point away from Perth and have only 
scored three goals in that time. 

This weekend however Is far from a ‘normal time! 
as Glory are on the rebound from their worst defeat 
ever and Souths come to Joondalup looking 
rejuvenated under Stuart Munro and sitting in third 
place. A tie which normally has much riding on it, 
has an added edge to it this season after events last 
Sunday. 

What else can be said about last week's 
performance? The record margin of the result was 
something of a comforting factor. As Mich d'Avray 
commented afterwards, Parramatta is not a six-goal 
better team than the Glory. They had a good day 
but the result was flattering to the Power and the 
whole event had a sense of unreality about it. 

This is not to take away from Power's 
performance, they clearly are a playing pool apart 
in NSL terms, but the margin between success and 
failure in football is, like life itself, very slim, and on 
occasions like last Sunday when Glory could have 
been two goals up in the first five minutes, Kipling's 
famous words about triumph and disaster resonate 
with wisdom yet again. 

Today’s visitors at this early stage of the season 
have manoeuvred themselves into a position to be 
considered as one of the top contenders for the 
finals, if not the premiership. They fared better in 
their meeting against the Power on the first day of 
the season coming away from Parramatta with a 
scoreless draw and since then, apart from a slip up

at home against the Brisbane Strikers, they have 
been impressive, conceding only two goals in their 
six games to date and rising to third in the table. 

The history of the fixture would seem to indicate 
that more options are required. Souths have not 
scored on their last three visits west, though their 
solitary point in seven games was achieved last 
January in what was a dull, if hard fought, scoreless 
draw. The tie has always been a crowd-puller with 
the names Kalogeracos, Despotovski and Miller 
figuring prominently in the list of Glory goalscorers 
over the years, as does one C. Boutsianis who has 
goals on both sides of the fence at varying times. 

A fascinating and important match is promised 
today with both sides anxious to maintain their 
position on the table, the Glory by regrouping after 
last week's mauling and Souths by continuing to build 
on their excellent progress to date.

Perth Glory 2 South Melbourne | 
Perth Oval, 15th November 1998 
The arrival of the reigning champions to Perth Oval 
drew a record crowd of |8,067 and produced one 
of the great performances of a Glory team at the 
venue. Down a goal within two minutes they dug 
deep to turn the game around. 

The result, the fourth successive home win of the 
season, left Glory three points clear on the table 
with 16 points after six games, the only unbeaten 
side in the competition. 

After 90 seconds however the outlook was far 
from rosy. South’s came out on fire and the Glory 
defence was shell-shocked, making elemental 
mistakes that led to Michael Curcija getting the final 
touch to a clinical move from the edge of the area, 
Souths should have gone on from there and taken 
advantage of the Glory’s disquiet but a passage of 
sweeping moves yielded nothing as sloppy finishing 
and not a small amount of luck on the Glory's behalf 
kept the champions at bay. 

At the other end Glory fans had little to encourage 
them until stoppage time in the first half when John 
Markovski stamped his presence on the game with 
a 25m metre shot that Michael Petkovic in the 
Souths’ goal saw late and could only parry. 
Unfortunately for Petkovic, Scott Miller was on hand 
for such an opportunity and he blasted the ball home 
to score his first of the season 

The traditional ideal time to score, Glory went in 
at half-time with their tails up and came out for the 
second period believing that the tide had turned. 
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So it had, and on 55 minutes the scoreboard 
reflected this as Petkovic again could only parry a 
long range shot from Miller. The ball fell to crowd 
favourite Vas Kalogeracos who had an easy tap-in 
to score. Souths were something of a bunny for 
Kalogeracos — he had scored two hat tricks against 
them in previous meetings between the clubs. 

The stage was set for a nail-biting last half hour 
as Souths tried to regain their lost momentum and 
Glory attempted to maintain their advantage. The 
Glory's record regular season crowd was kept on 
edge as chances were created by both sides but 
not converted. When the whistle sounded a famous 
victory had been achieved to the delight of the Glory 
faithful, 


The big question today is what will the repercussions 
be from last week and how will the players respond 
to the Parramatta defeat. Mich d'Avray described 
the defensive performance as “naive” and “flat- 
footed” and presumably it is this area that has come 
under most scrutiny during the week. 

Clearly there were problems down the left- 
defensive side but a knee-jerk reaction to the defeat 
is unlikely and anyway, the size of the playing squad 
mitigates against wholesale changes. Apart from the 
return of Jade North and the possible increased 
utilisation of Matthew Bingley it’s hard to see what 
alterations, other than a change in attitude, can be 
effected. 

Mention of defender-midfielder Bingley moves 
some of the attention to the midfield and perhaps it 
is in this area that any unexpected changes might 
be made, Certainly, looking at the Souths squad, 
Glory will have their hands full in this area and again 
d’Avray has identified this as a sector where he will 
be ‘looking for a little bit more steel’. 

South Melbourne line-ups have been very 
unsettled this season, reflecting a coach trying to 
find his best combination, but among all the changes 
there has been a solid backbone of select 
performers providing stability.

In goal 22-year-old Eugene Galekovic (20) 
established himself last season as the first choice 
after being a long time understudy to Dean 
Anastasiadis and has maintained those performance 
levels this season. In front of him it is a case of ‘all 
change’ as the old guard of losifidis, De Amicis, 
Liparoti and Kisnorbo have all departed either to 
retirement or as in the case of Kisnorbo, a success 
overseas. 

In their place Munro has brought Levent Osman 
(2) back from Romania, Ante Kovacevic (6) from 
Adelaide City and Marcus Stergiopoulos (12) back 
from the NSW State League side Leichhardt. 
Mehmet Durakovic (4) has struggled to maintain a 
place this season while another new signing, Simon 
Storey (3), had made the left back position his own 
until he missed last week's game through injury 
English import, Steve Laurie (15), has provided the 
cover for injuries in recent weeks. 

In midfield Con Boutsianis (10) will stand out for 
most Glory fans but he is only one of a number of 
players that Glory will need to watch carefully. 
Souths will again be without the services of Vince 
Lia (13) and Massimo Murdocca (16) who are on 
international duty but new signing from Greek first 
division side Aris Salonika, the physically imposing 
Michael Panopoulos (5), played his best game to date 
last weekend along side yet another newcomer Sam 
Poutakidis (22). 

Up front Souths have an abundance of options in 
Vaughan Coveny (8) — the league's leading scorer 
— Michael Curcija (18) who has returned from 
Portugal, Scott Tunbridge (25) a signing from the 
defunct Adelaide City and even Paul Trimboli (9) 
who has returned to action, albeit tentatively, in 
recent weeks, 

With a strikeforce like that, Souths must be 
respected and Glory will give them the respect they 
deserve. Munro, through much wheeling and 
dealing, has put together a very handy squad and 
Glory will be tested to contain them while trying to 
exorcise the demons of last weekend.

A big welcome to everyone for today’s match. For those who 
have been loyal readers of the Match Day Magazine in the past, 
you'll remember this column as “Grooving with Vince", But, after 
an unfortunate dance-floor incident, Vince ‘six toes’ Matassa has 
now realised he doesn't have quite as much groove as he thought.

Today's review comes from a band that has been around longer 
than Alan ‘red wine’ Vest. Blondie was the most commercially 
successful band to emerge from the much vaunted punk-new 
wave movement of the late 1970s. The group was formed in 
New York City in August 1974 by singer Deborah Harry and 
guitarist Chris Stein. They released their first album, Blondie, In 
December 1976. Since then they have recorded eight studio 
albums, which included a | 6-year break between their sixth and 
seventh albums. 

Talking about the title of the album, Harry said, “It's about 
how much of a pain in the butt everything always is. Every time 
something weird would happen we would say, ‘it’s the curse of 
Blondie.” it's been a standing joke for years,” 

With 14 songs, incorporating many styles, there may be 
something for everyone on this album. If you've been a fan of 
Blondie over the years you'll embrace this album. If you've never 
heard a Blondie song, which is highly unlikely, then this might be 
a good starting point.

Miller played his 200" game with the Glory 
in the club’s historic 2-0 grand final triumph 
against Olympic last season and he has claimed 
the club’s highest individual award The Most 
Glorious Player on two occasions — in 1998- 
99 and last season. 


BRAD Hassell is set to make his 50" 
appearance with Perth Glory in today’s match 
against South Melbourne. 

The 29-year-old midfielder joined the Glory 
at the end of 200! from Adelaide City and 
made his Glory debut in January 2002. 

Since moving west he has become an integral 
part of the Glory’s team and last season he 
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appeared in 29 games and scored eight times 
as the club memorably won the championship. 
This season he has played in every game and 
has scored twice, with both goals coming 
against the Northern Spirit in Round 5. 


IF all things go to plan Damian Mori is set to 
become the fifth most experienced player, in 
terms of games played, in NSL history when 
he lines up for his 394" appearance away to 
Wollongong in a fortnight. 

The 33-year-old striker has played 92 games 
with the Glory (scoring 66 times) since his 2000 
arrival. He made his NSL debut with South 
Melbourne (89-89/90 — 33 games) before 
seasons at Sunshine (90/91 — 24), Melbourne 
Knights (91/92 — 26) and Adelaide City (92/ 
92-99/00 — 216 games). 

Mori has represented Australia on 49 
occasions and holds the NSL record for goals 
scored with 214.
